yesterday morning. The fre department was st
once on the gui vive, and those engives within
the dstriet for which the alnrim was given, were
very voon on the ground and at work, Tue fire
proved to be in the basement of the Merohanta'
Hotel, siuaied at the corner of Washington nnd
Btate strects, The fMames had reached an as-
gendancy ularming in (tselt betore a slogle
strean was plaving upon them, and it was
deemed advisable to  repest the alsrm
— eallin forth the ontire fire depurt-
ment of the city,  In @ short time the two great
thoroughfares, Washington and Biste sireews,
were thromged with people, and amid the greal
goncourse wore running 0 and fro steamers,
trucke, and vehicles of all descriptions, creating |
a perfect chnos. The secihing, ernckling fawes
were bureting from every window above the
main enirance to the bullding on State street,
and all hope for the satety of the bundred or |
more occupants seemed Lo be abandoned. The

The greatest spxlety prevalled among tnose who
woticed the jeopardy of the man, and many were
the suggestiong made for the best manner of
giving him aid. Finally 8 rope was thrown
over the roof of the bullding by a fireran, and
catchiog hold of it, the gentleman mansged to
lower mumsell to the tirst ronnd of the ladder,
From thns elevation he slowly descended, land-
